May 30th to June 3rd, 3 
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St. Mark's Church in which Synod held its eventful 31st convention 
began with the missionary effort of Rev. C. Luther McConnell then a 
member of the Central Pennsylvania Synod and a settler on the North 
Dakota prairies at Church’s Ferry where he had also established a 
congregation. Preliminary observations and survey were made by 
Rev. McConnell 'n January, 1910. Under the direction of the Board 
of Home Missions (General Synod) Rev. John Nelson Lentz started 
Work by making a thorough canvass beginning Sept. 1, 1910, which 
resulted in the organization of a congregation Nov. 13, 1910. Shortly | 
afterwards an effort was made to establish a congregation at East 
Grand Forks, Minn., located across the Red River, but on account of 


untoward circumstances * Mark's ultimately came to serve the whole 
territory. 


For five years services were held in the basement of the Carnegie 
Library. On June 28, 1915, building operations were started on a lot 
which had been purchased in 1912. The present building was dedi- 
cated on Dec. 5, 1915. At the 30th annual convention of the Synod 
of the Northwest this congregation which had hitherto been affiliated 
with the English Iowa Synod transferred its membership to the — 
of the Northwest and was received into that body.

Thirty-first Annual ‘Convention of the English 8 


Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. 


Fathers and Brethern: 


May the peace of God, that l all 8988 keep your 
hearts and minds in the love and knowledge of Christ Jesus, our Lord; 


and may the blessing of the Triune God, Father, Son and * Ghost, 


abide upon each one of you. 


Thirty years ago the Synod of the Northwest was 1 for 
the purpose of perpetuating the faith of the fathers in the language 
of the children. It was none too soon. Far sighted men saw the 
Lutheran multitudes streaming into this part of the country—saw 
their needs—saw how the best blood was drawn away from the Luth- 
eran church. They were convinced of the need of English Lutheran 
congregations in every large Lutheran center. They were determined 
to stop some of the tremendous leakage if at all possible. A Synod 
was born. It was a weak and struggling organization. It consisted 
of seven pastors, six congregations and 343 communicants. But it 


was born in what was then and still is the most densely Lutheran © 
portion of America. Together with other and older bodies it has 


shared the blessing of a rich fruitage. Sometimes her motives were 
misunderstood in the earlier years. Nevertheless, it has been her 


peculiar mission to blaze the way for English Lutheranism in the 


Northwest and she has undoubtedly served as an inspiration and spur 
to many others to go and do likewise. Today the Lutheran forces on 


this territory are laboring side by side in peace and harmony and 


shoulder to shoulder in the larger interests of the Kingdom. 


Synod has made no special plans for the commemoration of its 


thirty years’ history. It may be well, however, as we face the future 
to recall a few facts and brace ourselves for unfinished tasks and new 
responsibilities. For the work has just begun. 

| The Synod of the Northwest is stragetically located. It covers 
the states of Wisconsin, Minnesota, the Dakotas, Montana and the 
prairie provinces of Canada, an empire in its reaches. It is more 
than a stronghold for one-third of the Lutheran strength of America 
is concentrated on this territory. (738, 461 in states of Wis., Minn., 
Dakotas, Mont.). In Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Dakotas the 
Lutheran element is stronger than all the rest of Protestantism com- 


bined; in all other parts it is by far the strongest numerically. It 
contains almost the entire strength of the Norwegian Lutheran — 
Church of America and the major portion of the great and aggressive 


Augustana Synod. The territory covered by the Synod of the North- 
west may be called the melting pot of American Lutheranism for in 
cities like Minneapolis no less than fifteen Synods are operating and 
sections can be pointed out where no less than five kinds of English 
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Lutherans are struggling for the mastery. The reason for this un- 
seemly competition is to be found in the fact that linguistic and na- 
tionalistie Lutheranism is still dominant and funds are being raised 
daily on the basis of racial appeal with the deliberate view to the 
preservation of inherited types. But this will change; it is changing 


now. The snows are melting and forming a common stream. The 


upper portion of the Mississippi valley is destined to become the cen- 


ter of Lutheran influence in America. There was a time when the 
strength and the influence of the Lutheran church belonged almost 


éntirely to the Atlantic seaboard. The home base was beyond the 


Appalachian mountains. Within fifty years the star of our empire 


will gravitate to the great Northwest. We are on strategic ground 
where almost every spire that dots the countryside is Lutheran; where 
one-half of the population of Lutheran origin in town or city is still 
unchurched, and where the farms and elevators and the banks and 
wealth are in the hands and control of sturdy Americans of Viking or 


Teutonic origin ready to hear and learn the meaning of Christian : 


Stewardship which will let loose millions for the strengthening and 
extension of the Kingdom. | 


It may also be well to recall at this time a fact which is not so 
generally known that during the decade of 1906-1916 the only bodies 
that can report a healthy percentage of growth are the Synod of the 
Northwest and the Synodical Conference. Missouri not only leads in 
every state but her growth is three times as great as all the other 
Lutheran bodies laboring on this territory combined. In Wisconsin 
it is five times as great, in Minnesota it is twelve. The reason for 


this remarkable showing is to be found in the fact that the other 


bodies are not growing. Such a situation starts a stream of thoughts 
a going. 

On this same territory the Reformed churches with two-thirds 
of the membership are growing twice as fast in spite of many aban- 
doned churches in the small towns and the country district. The 
source of supply is evident. The Sunday School which is still miss- 
ing in many Lutheran communities, but always present where the Re- 
formed churches exist, is the magnetic, capacious and ever ready feed- 
er. One thousand foreign speaking non-Lutheran congregations de- 
monstrates that this is the portion of America where the sects are 
the busiest and most successful in systematic proselytism. A tre- 


mendous responsibility rest upon every portion of the church as we 


stand face to face with the transitional period on us now in full force. 
The demand for aggressive English work was never greater. If the 
work is to be done wisely and well, if the leakage is to stop in a meas- 
ure, it must be done on a co-operative basis and it will tax the com- 
bined strength of all forces. The thirty years about to close have 


been precious years of schooling, fraught with blessing from on High. 


A mere beginning has been made. Christ beckons us on to new tasks 


and greater responsibilities. The future drift of our activities will 


in a measure be to the northwestward. It is significant that we as- 
semble in Grand Forks. Most of us have traveled a long ways, yet

we are only on the edge of the great Northwest. wuyend ws Mes an 
empire. | 
One year ago Synod created the office of a Salaried Presidency. 
We are convinced that this was a forward step. It has not lightened 
the labors and duties of the President. It has opened up many ave- 
nues of helpful contact and added numerous additional responsibil- 
ities. It has required much traveling and week ends invariably away 
from home. We were permitted to visit most of the parishes during 
the year and almost everywhere we were impressed by the aggres- 
siveness and faithfulness of the pastors in the preaching of the Word 
and the administration of the Sacraments. The growth of many of 
our congregations has been rapid and substantial. The next few years 
will be years of unusual activity, and surpass all others in the in- 
gathering of funds. Twenty-six or about one-third of our congre- 
gations are contemplating the erection of new structures or the com- 
pletion of projects already started. We doubt whether any other 
portion of the church can point to such a record. Some of the con- 
templated projects, notably the project of Luther Memorial, at Madi- 
son, Wis., will run into many thousands of dollars. The grand total 
of these congregational building projects will be a least $1,000,000.00. 


The State of the Church 


Following the instructions of Synod at its last Convention a 
blank on the State of the Church was prepared and mailed to all pas- 
tors or secretaries of congregations in Synod. Fifty-eight congrega- 
tions submitted reports to the President of Synod. The following 
failed to respond: St. Luke’s, Farmington; St. John’s, Lakeville; Re- 
deemer, Holyoke; St. John’s, Stacy; Luther Memorial, Madison; First, 
Middleton; Holy Trinity, Superior; St. Luke’s, Red Lodge, and St. 

James’, Columbus.

Only a few of thc congregations have given the matter of the 
keeping and the preservation of Church Records serious thought.

Finance and the Church’s Task | 
It is hardly within the province of the President to make a report 


standpoint of annual receipts during the last thirty years is very 
illummating, especially during the past decade and since the intro- 


_ duction of systemiatic and sustained effort in this respect. At the end 


of the first decade the figures would indicate that the benevolent 


Spirit of our congregations was at its lowest ebb. Twenty-four con- 


gregations contributed a total of $1,090.00. At the end of the second 
decade thirty-five congregations contributed $7,642.75. The average 
per capita for benevolence was doubled. During the decade just closed 
sixty-eight congregations contributed a grand total of $183,373.63 for 
outside objects. The past year has been the best by far in the history 
of the Synod, the contributions for benevolence totaling $69,386.00. 
Our people are contributing eight times as much as they did 
twenty years ago. A growing realization of the Church’s whole 
task is bearing fruitage. Pastors are no longer parochial and four 
walled. Church Councils and the various organizations are showing 
an increased appreciation and interest. We are thankful. 

Much, however, remains to be done. Dr. Knubel in his splendid 
report on the State of the Church to the United Lutheran Church 
urged that pastors and leaders everywhere give much time and study 
during the next two years to all matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the church as a whole. The desire to do this is growing. But to do it 
well and satisfactorily, it is evident that our present methods must 
be modified and supplimented. I ask Synod to consider the advis- 
ability of setting aside one Sunday a month on which each pastor 
shall present to his people the United Lutheran Church and synodical 
enterprises to which we are pledged. The subjects for such presen- 
tation might be arranged to conform as far as possible with the 
church year. To carry out such a plan a committee should be ap- 


pointed to prepare and distribute necessary suggestions and material 


for the use of all pastors. | 

In this connection I also ask Synod to consider the advisability 
of publishing a small four page monthly pamphlet such as is cir- 
culated today in a number of wide awake Synods of the United Luth- 
eran Church for distribution among Church Councilmen, Sunday 


School Superintendents, Luther League Brotherhood and Missionary 
_ Society Presidents as well as the pastors. Such a publication would 
be inexpensive and would undoubtedly add greatly in stirring up

our strong congregations which is deeply interested in every cause 


of the Kingdom, who asks for information regarding items of busi- 


ness that may come up at the meeting of Synod. He believes that 
delegates should be posted and if necessary instructed by their con- 
gregations. This is a hopeful sign. It is to be feared that the ma- 
jority of lay delegates do not appreciate and realize the importance 
and weight of responsibility thrust upon them when they are asked to 
represent their congregation at Synod. This is no criticism of the 
lay delegates. This is a criticism of our system. Undoubtedly dele- 
gates should be posted to some extent before they leave for Synod. 
The Minutes of the previous Convention should be gone over and the 
important items discussed. Strict adherence to the principle of ad- 
vance publication of Synodical reports would be helpful. Referred 


items especially should be taken up for discussion and the delegates _ 


instructed. All these considerations conscientiously applied would 


assist materially in getting our congregations to appreciate the 


church’s eet task. 

At the last Convention Synod adopted the Nachusa Lutheran Or- 
phanage as an institution of its own leaving the appointment of two 
members who shall represent this body on its Board of Control to the 
Executive Committee with power to act after a careful examination 
of its constitution. The constitution of this Orphanage requires that 
the Directors representing co-operating synods “shall be elected at 


regular annual meetings of synods.” e | 
fore deferred the appointment. 


Through a recommendation presented to the United Lutheran 
Church at its last Convention, by the Inner Mission Committee, and 
which was adopted, the basis of support of all Orphans’ Homes was 
changed.

that state, offer Synod a tract of 160 acres, near the entrance of the 
Kildeer National Park, to be used for this purpose. The tract is part- 
ly wooded, has a good sized everflowing spring on it, a boon in this 
part of the country, and substantial buildings. The property is valued 
at $7,000 and is offered to Synod free of all encumbrances. It is not 
necessary to give a full description of the property in this report. 1 
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recommend that the entire matter of a Synodical Orphanage be re- 


ferred to a special Committee with instructions to report at a later 
session of this Convention. 


Ministerial Relief 


The Synod of the Northwest was one of the first to establish a 
relief fund for its ministers, ministers’ widows and orphans. This 
fund has been merged into the funds of the Board of Ministerial Re- 
lief of the United Lutheran Church. The United Lutheran Church has 


authorized the raising of an endowment of at least $2,500,000 at such 


time and in such manner as the Executive Board may direct. We 
commend this cause to the interest ,prayers and generosity of our 
people. Synod should give this movement its hearty approval. 


Additional Constitutional Changes 
Certain proposed amendments to the Constitution of Synod will 
come up for adoption at this Convention. At least two es 


changes should be seriously considered: 


First, the elimination of the Committee of Ministers, known as 


the Ministerium and the holding of ministerial sessions during the 


Conventions of Synod. The present arrangement has always been an 
embarrassment to both clergy and laity and is decidedly undemo- 
cratic in its aim and spirit. The duties of the Ministerium can be 
passed on to the Synod where they rightfully belong. 


Second, the adoption of a rule on Licensure. Synod is employing 
an increasing number of unordained students on its far reaching terri- 
tory. These men have no right to administer the Sacraments and 
are handicapped in a number of ways. With proper safeguards we 


| potiove that such a rule would be advantageous. 


Much bas been said on this subject. The discussion has not been 


_ confined to our body. There is a general feeling that the principle is 


correct and that the time for the practical application of the same is 
near at hand. An increasing number see the futility of present meth- 
ods of missionating if we are to save countless thousands of precious 
souls to the church. The necessary preliminaries of approach are in 
the process of formulation. At previous Conventions, the Synod of 


the Northwest put itself on record as favoring a policy of most 
hearty co-operation with all Lutheran bodies in Home Missions and 


educational matters. The United Lutheran Church also endorsed the 
principle at its recent meeting leaving the details to the Home Mis- 
sion Boards. The Norwegian Church Council on September 4, 1921, 
tock the following action: “Resolved, That the three members of the 
Church Council of each district,—namely, the general President, the 
district President and the lay member; shall for each district con- 
stitute a committee on arbitration to act with any committee or body 
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which may be appointed by the Synod the 


ters regarding adjustment to further the good will and proper un- 
derstanding between the two bodies, and thus to promote the great 
cause of our church.” The way to co-operation is open. 

It is evident, however, that so radical a departure in policy re- 


quires great patience and time before it can be put into successful 


operation. Many misunderstandings will arise. The difficulties will 
be almost unsurmountable. The most promising pathway of approach 
is undoubtedly through the free association of representative officials 
of various church bodies deeply interested in the general social and 
religious welfare of a given community. No hard and fast organiza- 
tion is necessary. Present relationships need not be disturbed. But 
Boards must be willing to adjust themselves to the judgment of co- 


operating agencies as the needs of a given task demand. The Com- 
mittee on Co-operation with Lutheran Bodies will present a resolution 


looking forward to such a free association of pastors and congrega- 
tions as will materially assist the great cause of properly caring for 
the establishment of English Lutheranism in the Northwest. This 


The Seminary Difficulty 


On August 17, 1920, Synod met in 5 session in St. John's 
Church, Minneapolis, Minn., to hear the Report of the Committee on 
the Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary at Maywood, III., and to 


decide upon a course of action in view of grave and far-reaching dif? 


ficulties in the management of that institution. After lengthy pre- 
sentation and discussion Synod determined to appeal to the United 
Lutheran Church for a settlement of the trouble by a unanimous vote 
and in the meantime to establish an Ad Interim Institution, if certain 
conditions were not righted, for the purpose of continuing the work 
which was no longer functioning in a normal way as Maywood, Fail- 
ing in our efforts to adjust the difficulties, the Chicago Lutheran Div- 
inity School was opened at 3949 Lake Park Ave., Chicago, on October 
14, 1921 and a most successful year has just closed. On May 12th, 


the Executive Committee of the United Lutheran Church met to con- 
sider the findings of the Committee on Investigation and rendered 


its decision. The Executive Committee of Synod will present a special 


“The Educational Problems of Synod. 


The most momentous problems confronting Synod at this time 


are those of higher education and an adequate ministerial supply. 
With unlimited possibilities for the opening of new work and a 
dwindling supply of capable men, the situation in our Synod today 
is grave. It is not to our credit to inform the world that our growing 
body during its 30 years history has supplied only 12 men for the Gos- 
pel ministry. The reason is obvious. If this body had had sufficient 
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faith and foresight to establish an educational institution years ago 

when the matter first came up for consideration, we might have been 
able to prevent some of the enormous losses to the Reformed denomi- 

nations in the rapid anglicizing of our Lutheran people and the Synod 

of the Northwest could in all probability have more than trebled its 
70 congregations and its 25,000 baptized members. 

We rejoice at this Convention in the presence of the Survey q 
Committee of the United Lutheran Church, authorized to investigate | a | 
educational and Home Mission problems now pending in the North- | 
west and on the Pacific Coast. This is one of the most important 
surveys that the Church has ever made. If the United Lutheran . 
Church expects to fulfill its mission and occupy the land it must as- 
sist in the establishment of educational institutions in strategic cen- “4 
ters from north to south, from coast to coast. The Survey Commit- 
tee will discover as they travel northward how the United Lutheran 
Church has surrendered vast stretches of territory and many con- 
gregations to other bodies because we failed to supply the needed 
ministry at the right time. An imported ministry can never compete 
with a native ministry. The Synod of the Northwest will never make 

of her own. 

The educational problem as it confronts us today has a number 
of phases and calls for a constructive program and policy.

Circumstances force us 
to consider the advisability of establishing a Theological Seminary 
of our own. Our expanding missionary program must not suffer nor 


lag. We can no longer depend on outside sources of supply. For 
years we have been talking about a school of our own. Has not the 


time arrived for the fulfillment of this dream? We are confronted by 
a most complex situation. I ask Synod to make a most careful re- 
view of the situation and if possible determine upon a course of action 
which shall safeguard the future supply of ministerial recruits for 
the growing needs of our territory. God give us grace to know His 
Will in this.momentous hour.

On motion Synod proceeded to amend its constitution as 


proposed at the convention of Synod of a year ago. (See 
printed minutes for 1920, page 71). 


The amendments as finally adopted read: 


Article IV, Section 3, Paragraph (e) In extraordinary cases the 
Executive Commfttee, in behalf of Synod, shall have power to ordain 
between meetings of Synod, any candidate who has been regularly 
recommended for such ordination by the Examining Committee.” 

Article VI, Section 1, “The officers of this Synod, shalf be a

REPORT OF EX. COM. ON THE CHICAGO LUTHERAN 
DIVINITY SCHOOL 


On August 17, 1920 Synod met in special session in St. John’s 
Church, Minneapolis, to consider the recent developments at the Chi- 
eago Lutheran Theological Seminary as they relate to the welfare 
of oux Synod and to make arrangements, if necessary, for an adequate 
ministerial supply to meet the future needs of Synod. 
| After a lengthy presentation and discussion of the whole matter 
Synod by an unanimous vote recorded its unqualified condemnation 
of the action of the Board of the Seminary in dismissing its profes- 
sors without due process of law, at the same time demanding that 
the Board rescind its action of July 7th declaring the chairs of Drs. 
Garberding, Stump, Reed and Professor Roth vacant. Synod also de- 
manded that it be given assurance by the Seminary Board before 
Sept. 4, 1920, that it would comply with the above demands and that 
steps would be taken to bring the institution under the full control of 
the church within a reasonable time. Failing in this endeavor to adjust 
the difficulties which had arisen, Synod further determined upon a 
two-fold course of action : 


Ist. To conduct an Ad 8 Divinity School. 


2nd. To appeal to the United Lutheran Church for advice and 
aid in the solution of the problem.

family mansion at 3949 Lake Park Ave., Chicago, III. The opening ser- 


vices were conducted by the President of Synod, Rev. G. Keller Rub- 


recht, and the address was delivered by Rev. S. P. Long, D. D., pastor 
of Wicker Park Lutheran Church, Chicago. A large gathering of 
friends took part in the opening services, and afterwards inspected the 
building and grounds. All united in praise of the building as one 


most admirably adapted in every respect for the purposes of the 


| The time between the organization of the Divmity School and its 

opening was brief. But the opening day found the institution ready 
for its work, with students’ rooms and recitation rooms modestly yet 
properly furnished and the program for the work of the school laid 
out. The following day, Friday, was given up to the enrollment of 


students, and lectures were begun on the following Monday. The 


curriculum of studies pursued at the Maywood Seminary was adopted 
as the curriculum of the Divinity School, but the school year was 
made to consist of six terms of five weeks each instead of only five 
terms, in order that the work might be more thoroughly done . The 


results of lengthening the school year have been very. satisfactory in

This Committee met at Chicago, January 25, 1921, and conducted an 
investigation according to a plan acceptable to all parties concerned. 
The Committee reported the results of its investigation to the Execu- 
tive Board of the United Lutheran Church, at a meeting held May 12, 
1921. The recommendations of the investigating Committee as 
amended and adopted by the Executive Board are as follows:

sota saw fit to relinquesh his position in October in order to accept a

2. Stacey (100), St. John’s (1904) served by the Rev. Alfred 
Ramsey became a Synodical Mission during the year. The congre-

3. Cannon Falls (1500) First English Lutheran (1900) was a 
Synodical Mission up to May 1, when it became self sustaining. It 
has a neat frame church and parsonage. The Rev. M. H. Wichman, 
the successful pastor accepted a call to Florida.

Haferman of Montana becomes his successor on June 1. 

4. Alden-Walters-Kiester Parish. The Rev. A. P. Lee and the 
congregation at Kiester are members of the Norwegian Synod. Rev. 
Lee also serves Grace, Alden and Faith Walters, congregations of our

Mr. D. Ulam Druckenmiller, 21 Mt. Airy, Philadelphia, 
Pa., accepted a call and will enter upon the pastorate on June 1. He 
will be ordained at the convention of Synod. This congregation has 
a frame church building but no parsonage. | 
2. Marinette (15,000) St. James (1918) has made remarkable 
progress under the Rev. W. P. Gerberding. The frame chapel will 
soon be replaced by a $50,000 church building. The congregation has 
a parsonage. It lowered the Board’s appropriation 58260. 
3. New London (6000) Clintonville (3500) Parish, the Rev. W. D. 


Sharritt, pastor. St. Marks Clintonville (1917) was organized dur- 


ing the war by Lutherans who had come to Clintonville to work in a 
truck factory. After the war the works closed down, our brethren 
were thrown out of employment and many moved away. Clintonville 
has therefore temporarily become a preaching point. 
| However Trinity, New London (1919) is forging ahead and has 

doubled its quota to the pastor’s salary. It has a neat chapel and 
parsonage.

4. Appleton (23,000). Trinity (1915) is in fine shape under its 
pastor, Rev. F. L. Schreckenberg. It lowered the Board’s appropria- 
tion $200. It has a chapel and a parsonage and proposes to build a 
fine church. It recently paid off $3050 of its indebtedness. 

5. Neenah-Menasha, (8000) St. Paul's (1907). This congregation

First English Lutheran (1905) after a vacancy of a year and a 
half has been fortunate in securing as pastor the Rev. A. Hoyer, 
formerly of Central Butte, Sask., Canada, and a member of the Joint 
Synod of Ohio: He was called on May 8th, has accepted the call and 
has made application for membership in this Synod. 


New Missions 


Four erop failures in Montana North pro- 
ducing a very severe money stringency, and a consequent hesitancy 
in launching out into new enterprises, has strongly militated against 
the organization of new mann in those two states during the 
past year. 

In addition the lack of men to supply vacant congregations, thus 
compelling the Field Missionary to supply them, prevented the _— 
Missionary from organizing new Missions. | 
This condition must necessarily continue to a greater or 

gree until the church is willing to supply the funds to send out Semi- 
nary students into the spiritual harvest fields during the summer 
vacations as the denominations do. The denominations even hire our 
own students to gather our people into their churches. 

But the only permanent solution of this problem in the West is 
the founding of one or more Colleges and one or more Theological 
Seminaries in order to secure and train native men, who will begin, 
develop and supply missions while yet studying; and who will become 
the pastors of these churches after their graduation. Only in this 
Way can we discharge the responsibility that God places upon us in 
these fast ripening and in many places even over-ripe fields. God 
grant that we may all see and know and act ere it is too late.

Commendation

tween the Missions at Wauwatosa, Washington Park, Shorewood and 
another contemplated mission, $15,000 to each. 


Statistics 


The Synod of the Northwest numbers 34 Missions among its 68 


congregations or exactly one-half. They embrace 28 parishes. Three 
of these Missions however, became self-sustaining, during the year:

Synod 216 communicant members, 140 Sunday School pupils and 650 
souls. The total communicant membership of the Missions in 1920 
was 8,012; in 1921 it is 3314, a gain of 302.

ool pupils numbered in 1920, 2319 and in 1921, 2566, a gain of 247. 


e Missions have $54,850 Church Extension Loan and $59,800 mort- 
gage debts or a total indebtedness of $114,650. Their property is 
valued at $234,850. The Missions are paying their pastors $18,675, 
and the Boards $14,825 in salary. That is an increase by the con- 
gregation of $2829, and by the Board of $4900, over last year. The 
Board also appropriates $3000 contingent fund for beginning new 
work; and $600 for student supply; also $8400 for the salaries of the 
Field Missionaries or a total of $26,825. However of this amount 
the W. M. S. of the U. L. C. pays $1100. The Missions during the 
past year according to their reports paid $5,417 62 for benevolences.

following report: 


The Committee prepared a questionaire and sent it to every pas- 
eee, All except 25 responded, by sending to the commit- 
tee the names Of likely boys and young men for the ministry and 
girls and young women for the Diaconate and the, Foreign field. The 
various members of the Committee wrote personal letters to these 
young people. We thus addressed 199 men and 55 women or 254 
young people and are in touch with the finest body of young people 
in the Synod.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: 

Your committee is happy to report that the financial condition 
of Synod was never better. While we did not succeed in reaching the 
full amount of our budget, it is most gratifying to note that the in- 

ert come for the general fund exceeds that of last year by more than 

$7,000. Many congregations are sending their benevolence promptly 
every month. Some are still failing to do this but the number of 
these is constantly growing smaller. It is with real joy that we 
report the splendid financial activities of our Sunday schools. Thirty- 
one schools have sent money to the General Fund of Synod during the 
year. We would remind pastors and delegates that there is no better . 
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way of laying a sound foundation for future congregational and 
synodical finance than by adopting the Duplex Envelope in the Sunday 


school. If the pastor or superintendent will enlighten the children 


at least once every month both as to congregational and synodical 
financial operations and let them know the work that their pennies and 
nickels and dimes are doing each month, the results will not long be 
wanting. We have schools now that last year gave to benevolent ob- 
jects several hundred dollars, the largest amount received from one 
school being almost twelve hundred dollars. How much do you sup- 
pose the children of this school will give for benevolence when in a 
few years they are the rank and file of their congregation? We sin- 
cerely hope that during this synodical year every Sunday school in 
Synod will make monthly payments to the treasurer of Synod. ) 
The money received during the year has been paid out in accord- 
ance with the budget adopted last year. Every obligation has been 
met with the exception of about $400 to the Pacific Seminary. The 
expenses of the Ad Interim Seminary have been paid promptly 
throughout the year. Not one dollar of indebtedness has been in- 


curred. 


The Church-wide Every-Member-Canvass was conducted in most 
of our congregations during Thanksgiving week. Those who made 
this canvass in a thorough manner according to the now well estab- 
lished rules, secured substantial increases for both local and _— 
work.

ENNIAL CONVENTION OF THE UNITED

The second biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church in 
America was held in Washington, D. C., beginning October 19, 1920. 
There were 485 delegates present, representing 32 constituent Synods, 
together with nearly as many visitors. The Synod of the Northwest 
was represented by a full delegation. In point of the interest and 
enthusiasm shown, the close attention given to the business of the 
body and the many important matters that were brought up for con- 
sideration, the convention proved highly interesting and inspiring. 

In the person of Dr. Knubel, who was re-elected President, the 
United Lutheran Church has a gifted leader and a most capable pre- 
siding officer. Under his management, the business of the conven- 


tion was disposed of expeditiously and efficiently - without undue 
haste.
